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PO N the Banks of the fa- 
| mus River of the Ama- 
ma,, in the Times of the 
9 Antiquity, or poſſibly juſt 
after the Deluge, chere lived two 
Nations af Sayages'; not that they 
were diſtinguimed AS. ſuch, it be- 
ing then the State of the whole 
World. Cuſtom reconciles us to 
any Thing. Although they were 
Savages with regard to the rei 
ing 8 Faſhions of theſe refined Time; 
B { +. "yer 
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yet they were converſable, polite, 
and even gallant, with refpeQt to 
the Time. Is there not a Kind of 
ſavage Politeneſs, and ſavage Gal- 
lantry often ſeen among us? Wh 
then might they not have a gal- 
lant Savageneſs ? The Diſtance of 
Times and Places 1s of no Con- 
ſequence, All Nations have a 
nearer Similitude in their Thoughts 
and Morals, than the World ima- 
gm. * | 


They wanted indeed, that gaudy 
Exterior, which promiſes ſo much, 
though often- without Reality, yet 
is at preſent ſo highly valued. 

They were ſimple, and almoſt na- 
ked. Friends to Truth and Nature, 
they followed the artleſs Dictates of 
their Hearts. Senſation was their 
Guide, without any conceited ma- 
lignate Wit to make them per- 
nicious to themſelves and others, 
Happier in their Simplicity and

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Ignorance, than we with all our 
Knowledge and Acquiſitions, they 
paſſed Life: in Enjoyment, inſtead 
of waſting it in I inn 
Theſe "raved were ſettled near 
the Riyer's Mouth. Each Nation 
had a King, and each King a Court. 
Nor were there wanting, even in 
the bappy Simplicity of theſe 
People, a ſmall Number of Cour- 
tiers, more Flatterers, ſome Lyars, 
a Phyſician or two, here and there 
a Spy, Hypocrites in Abundance, 
Pearls, Diamonds, Prudes, Co- 
quets, ſome who were beautiful by 
Day. and ugly by Night.

' Kanor reigned over one of theſe 
Nations, hilft Alzopha was So- 
vereign of the other. Though 
3 they were Friends,

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which fo early was accounted ſome- 
what extraordinary, and highly to 
their Praiſe; but what noble Ap- 
pellations would ſuch a Harmony 
deſerve in our turbulent Times 
Their Dominions were only ſepa- 
rated by the River, which, after 
flowing through thoſe vaſt Coun- 
tries, is loſt in the Sea. Their 
Subjects, according to the royal 
Example, cultivated a reciprocal 
Friendſhip; never diſagreeing on 
any Point of Intereſt, which, at 
_ preſent, ſets the World in an Up- 
roar. When Parties of the two 
Nations went a hunting, or fiſh- 
ing, as they often did, the Cap- 
ture was honeſtly and quietly di- 
vided. They alſo often went out 
a cruiſing, and if they met with 
none of the Enemies Veſſels to 
plunder, the Sea-Calves, which 
ſwarm on theſe Coaſts, were ſure 
to ſuffer.

cloſe this delightful Day, Kanor 
propoſed taking the Air on the 
Water. A Challenge happened be- 
tween thoſe two Veſſels which con- 
tained the Kings and their reſpec- 
tive Court Ladies, which ſhould 
catch the greateſt Draught of 
Fiſhes. Alzopha was aboard a 
nimble Bark beautifully diverſified 
with Paintings, and Figures of 
Shell-Work. Kanor's was a Bri- 
gantine of a moſt delicate Con- 
ſtruction, adorned with Relievo's 
of Foliages and Feſtoons. The 
Ladies formed a Semicirele to- 
wards the Stern of each Bark, -ft- 
ting on very rich triangular Cu- 
ſhions, according to the Cuſtom 
of the Country. Thoſe who had 
good Voices, ſung Kanorian Airs, 
which ſomewhat reſemble our Ita- 
lian Muſic, and of which they 
were extremely fond. The Lords, 
who had a Taſte for Muſic, or at 
leaſt. fancied ey had, joined in 


the 
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the Concert, or prattled thoſe gen- 
reel well turned Trifles, which, on 
certain Occaſions, pleaſe more than 
the beft Things, ill timed. The 
Ladies, who did not ſing, were 
knotting; it was a fine Moon-ſhine, 
the Air was cool and ſerene, and the 
Stilneſs of Night augmented that 
ſoft Complacency, which is always 
found in a well chofen Company; 


when on a ſudden, the Seamen, 


who managed the Nets, cried out, 
that they were fo very heavy, that 
they could not poſſibly draw them 

. The fame Thing happened 
to- the two Veſſels in the ſame In- 
ſtant. Every one ran to their Aſ- 
ſiſtance, in order to hawl in the 
Nets with all poſſible Expedition; 
but to their Surpriſe, found that 
both the Nets were filled only with 
Oyfters. There was indeed this 
Difference, which was very re- 
markable, that the Oyſters taken 
F the Bark which was ſo curi- 
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ouſly painted, particularly with a 
Pale yellow, were all very ſmall ; 

| whereas, thoſe of the Brigantine, 
| which was ſo artfully carved, and 
built of Lilach, ny exceeding 
large. Nor were they. leſs ſurpri- 
fed at meeting with ſuch a Quan- 
tity of Shell-fiſh ſo far from the 
Shore. Upon opening one of theſe 
| extraordinary Oyſters on board each 
| Veſſel, the ſmall ones were found 
'' to contain a very little Fiſh, but a 
very large Pearl; the large ones, 
on the contrary, contained a great 
Fiſh, but a very ſmall Pearl. The 
| Difference of their Capture greatly 
} vexed thoſe who had been the leaſt 
| ſuccesful ; Envy being a Plant of 
| every Soil, they ſullenly ſeparated, 

and licered homewards. 


Theſe $20 Pearls made Alzo- 
pb very careful of his ſmall Oy- 
ſters. He therefore appointed ſome 


of his moſt truſty Favourites, and 
Nobles 
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N obles of the greateſt Dexterity, 
ro help him to open them. Some 
were reſerved for Supper, and the 


reſt ſecured. As the Nobility are 


every. where Perſons of very ex- 
tenſive Knowledge, all the Lords 
of the Court were excellently ſkil- 
led in Cookery, without having 
ever learned it. They made a hun- 
dred little Ragouts, wit h an infinite 
Variety of Alzophagian Sauces. 
In the mean while, her Majeſty, 
who Name was Braſilla, a Perſon 
of diſtinguiſhed Merit, in order to 
paſs away the Time, amuſed her- 
ſelf by playing with her Ladies. 
1 is not known, whether it was 
at Queſtions and Commands, tho? 
this Play occaſions a great deal of 
Mirth, and at the fame time af- 
fords an Opportunity of ſhewing 
one's Parts.

Their Majeſties being ſeated, 
every one, according to their Rank, 
placed themſelves round an im- 
menſe Horſe-ſhoe, in the Centre 
of which were Alzopha and Bra- 
filla. Some talked of the Pearls, 
and others of the Oyſters; how- 
ever, they were the only two To- 
pics; and every one, even to the 
meaneſt Officer, crammed them- 
ſelves with the Oyſters, as if they 
were never to eat any more.

They could not prevail upon 
themſelves to call any of their 
Officers who Jaid in the next Apart- 
ment, for fear of ſeeing any of 
thoſe Man-Mountains, whoſe Sight 
is inſupportable to Creatures of ſix 
Inches. It was Death to the Queen 
to think how ſhe ſhould bear the 
firſt Sight of her Ladies. The E- - 
motions and Confuſion in the roy- 
al Apartment was general, for the 
whole Court had undergone the 
fame Diminution.

by retaining five Feet and a hal 
ſo far from the generous Conde- 
ſcention of Irou f. Alacen, would 
never be brought to taſte an Oy- 
ſter, unleſs drawn into it by ſome 
Stratagem; that the Honour of 
the King and the whole Court, 
as well as the Maintenance. of the 
regal Authority, abſolutely requir- 
ech an Equality of Size among all 
the People; that in order thereto, 
an Experiment ſhould be made, ; 
with the ſtricteſt Secrecy, whe- F 
ther this Diminution was actually 160 
the Effect of the Shell-Fifh ; and [ 
if ſo, to oblige every Inhabitant 
of his Kingdom, without Ex- 
ception Age, Sex, or Rank, to 
ſwallow an Oyſter, This, like 
mo 
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moſt King's Speeches, was highly 
extolled, and it was reſolved, that 
Irou and Alacen alone ſhould be 
permitted to go out of the King's 
Cottage, which might be as mag- 
nificent as St. James's; that theſe 
two Lords ſhould, in the King's 
Name, go to all the Hutts through- 
out the Kingdom, where every 
Family had a ſeparate Plantation, 
reſembling, in ſome meaſure, our 
American Colonies; and declare, 
that Alzopba, out of his royal Mu- 
nificence, had determined to diſtri- 
bute the Treaſures of his Fiſhery 
among his Subjects, who upon 
coming next Day to his Palace 
ſhould receive, beſides a moſt deli- 
cious Oyſter, a Pearl of conſider-

Here was ocular De- 
monſtration, that the Witchcraft 
lay in the Shell-Fiſh, and the 
Court Virtuaſi attributed the Slow- 
neſs of the Operation in the No- 
bility, to the Torpor of their Sto- 
machs, by being overloaded, Whilſt 
Preparations were making for the 
rext Day's Tranſactions, they be- 
gan to be pretty well ſatisfied with 
their Littleneſs, to accuſtom them- 
ſelves to it, and adapt it to every 
Uſe, performing in Miniature what 
they formerly did in great. 


Pleaſure and Profit often blind 
Reflection. All the Inhabitants of 
the Kingdom were overjoyed at 


the Meſſage, and the Air rung with 
God 
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God bleſs our noble and bountiful 
King. To avoid Confuſion, dif- 
ferent Families were invited at dif- 
ferent Hours, and few could Sleep 
for the Impatience with which they 
waited for the appointed Time. 
To be preſented with an Oyſter 
from the King, and to be invited 
by two of his Lords, was unparal- 
lelled Goodneſs! The Gifts of the 
Great are more enhanced by the 
manner in which they are beſtow- 
ed, than their own intrinſic Value, 
Bur as a large Pearl was annext to 
this Oyſter, it greatly augmented 
the Richneſs of the Taſte. 


Whilſt the Alzophagians were in- 
dulging theſe airy Hopes, the Court 
had omitted nothing for the Splen- 
dour and Dignity of their Recep- 
tion. Alzopbha was ſeated upon his 
Throne, not that on which he made

All their 
Trunks were broke open, in which 
were found a great Variety of Dreſ- 
ſes, and which fitted exactly. The 
Men had provided themſelves by 
plundering the Sapajous, and the 
p- Dogs and Punchinello's of their 
Dreſſes. Thoſe, who were not with- 
in the Reach of ſuch happy Reſour- 
ces were ſwathed in the neateſt man- 
ner. 0 Ne the Court m_ 
as good a Figure as could e 
Red 5 Only 
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Only one Family were admitted 
ata time within the Palace, as it 
eonſiſted of one or two hundred A.- 
op hagiang, all the reſt ſtaying. 
without till theſe were diſpatched. 
The Diſpoſition was regulated in 
this manner. Jrov, and ſome Slaves 
of the former Stature, were order- 
ed to attend in an out ward Hall, 
to ſignify to the Gueſts his Ma- 
jeſty's Pleaſure, the Faſhion of the 
Court, and require of them that they 
would lay aſide a kind of Robe or 
Mantle of Ceremony, with which 
they would be inſupportably ob- 
ſtructed when their Diminution 
came on. But the better to pro- 
portion their Apparel to their Al- 
teration, they left them only their 
Drawers, into which they gradual 
ly ſunk up to the very Chin, as 
they diminiſhed to five or fix In- 
ches. What People could be ſo 
obſtinate as to refuſe to acquieſce 

C 3 to 
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to the King's Pleaſure, and the Fa- 
ſhion of the Court? They quietly 
laid down their Robes, and pro- 
ceeded in their Drawers, to the 
next Hall, where was a long Table 
covered with theſe Pearl Oyſters, 
which having been opened ſet all 
their Mouths a watering. Alacen 
was Maſter of the Ceremonies, be- 
ing attended by ſome Slaves of the 
former Magnitude, whoſe Office 
was to open the Oyſters, and keep 
a watchful Eye that none of the 
Gueſts ſhould take more than one 
as he paſſed by, which they were 
ordered to do, and ſwallow it with- 
out making the leaſt Stop; ſo that 
by marching in a File through ſe- 
veral other Halls which led to the 
Foot of the Throne, the Diſtance 
afforded time for the Oyiter to 
digeſt, by which means they reach- 
ed the Salloon where A/zopha was 
ſeated, juſt as they had acquired 
their greateſt Diminution, As they 
| grew 
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grew leſs, their Pearl grew larger, 
and incommoded them ſo great- 
ly, that though they put both 
Hands to it, they could not forbear 
letting it fall, and tumbled over it, 
without in the leaſt hurting them- 
ſelves, which gave them to un- 
derſtand, that Littleneſs is not with- 


out its Advantages. Notwithſtand- 


ing the Efforts of little Legs, to 
make long Strides, the way is al- 
ways long, The little Alzopba 


gians with all their Hurry, came 


but very ſlowly into the Preſence 


Chamber. They ſaw the King 


and his whole Court without know- 
ing them, ſtaring about every where 
in order to diſcover their Sovereign, 
and were no leſs at a loſs how the 
King ſhould perceive them. The 
Courtiers, who had been ſome 
Hours in a State of Diminution, 
and who began to be ſatisfied with 
their Condition, were extremely 
diverted wich the many Geſtures 
| C 4 and 
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and Grimaces with which theſe new 

Pigmies expreſſed their Vexation 
and Amazement. 


As Sympathy is a moſt engag- 
ing Quality, Al/zopha comforted 
them with the following Speech. 
Children, you only participate 
* of the Diſgrace which has fallen 
c upon the moſt illuſtrious Part of 
„the Nation. Tou ſee it has not 
e ſpared your Sovereign.” To 
others he ſaid, My Friends, won- 
„ derful are the Effects of the 
«« Oyſters you have juſt eaten. 
< Burt it is apparent, that I have eat 
* one as well as any of you; and 
e you: may be aſſured, that every 
individual Subject of mine ſhall. 
e partake of the fame Fare.” To 
others he proteſted, that it was the 
public Welfare and Regularity 
* which had put him upon it. My 
<« paternal Love for you, ſaid he, 
< inclines me to rule over POR

I may the better ſuperintend your 
„% Welfare, and protect you, and 
i therefore was deſirous of render- 
« ing you like myſelf; and by the 
„ ſame Method. that all thoſe noble 
Perſonages you ſee here, were 
„made ſo.“ As the Alzophagians 
were the eaſieſt People in the 
World, theſe gracious Words diſ- 
perſed every Mark of Diſcontent. 
The common People are every 
where fond of reſembling the Great, 
be it a Calamity, a Vice, a ridicu- 
lous Action, no matter, provided 
it be found among Perſons of Qua- 
lity, and the Beau Monde. They 
imagine, that Imitation in ſome 
meaſure, puts them on an Equality. 
Thus every Family came alternate- 
ly, and having received the Oy- 
ſter, the Pearl, and afterwards a 
Word or two of Comfort and 
Compliment from their Sovereign, 
departed leſſened, prejudieed, and 
yet charmed with his Goodneſs. 
C 5 So 
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So true is it, that the Word of a 


King draws more than a Yoke 
of Oxen. 


As the Alteration of Shape of 
thoſe who had undergone the Ce- 
remony, was to be concealed from 
thoſe who were ſtill without, they 
were directed to amuſe them- 
felves 'in the Chambers and Gar- 
dens of the Palace, where there 
was room enough for twice the 
Number of ſuch diminutive Crea- 
tures. Every Family took their 
Turn, not one efcaped. Iron, Ala- 
cen, and fome menial Officers alone 
retained their natural Magnitude, 
and they, without giving his Ma- 
jeſty the Trouble of any Intreaties, 
though their Size gave them a vaſt 
Advantage, if they had been re- 
fractory, made a Jeſt of the Matter, 
ſwallowed the Oyſter, and ſhrunk 
away with the molt genteel Free- 
dom. After this the Gates were

thrown open, and the ſix Inch Tribe 
at liberty to trudge home with their 
Pearls. | | 


Now their Thoughts were turn- 
ed to an univerſal leſſening of Fur- 
niture, Dreſs, and Carriages, and to 
invent Faſhions agreeable to their 
Condition, The Point was of too 
great Moment to admit of any 
other Conſideration for a long time. 
They wanted Ladders to reach a 
thouſand Things, which but two 
Days before they could not take 
up without ſtooping. There was 
no getting upon the Chairs, Tables, 
or into the Beds without them. 
Strange ſort of Beds, in which 
many a loving Couple loſt them- 
ſelves, and after groping about all 
Night, it was broad Day, before they 
could get any Tidings of each 
other! Fhere was no opening their 
Trunks without Ladders. Indeed 

the poor Alzophagians were put to 
* C terrible 
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terrible Difficulties in the begin- 
ning. It was then as common to 
ſee them with their little Ladders 
in their Hands, as it is now to ſee 
a Lady with a Fan. Some Uten- 
ſils might be converted to other 
Uſes; a Terine very naturally of- 
fered itſelf for a Bath; a ſmall Ring 
very aptly ſerved for a large Col- 
lar; but a Multitude of Things be- 
came only uſeleſs Lumber. _ 


Whilſt they were employed in 
rectify ing theſe Diſorders, and con- 
triving Superfluities before Neceſ- 
ſaries, and not without Reaſon, 
for as they are abſolutely neceſſary, 
it is expected that they will come 
of themſelves. The Kanorians 
were, in the ſame Dilemma, only 
their Embarraſſments were quite 
oppolite. . Their large Oyſters with 
their little Pearls had been attend- 
ed with an Effect juſt the Reverſe 
of thoſe of the A/zophagians, hav- 


ing

ing prodigiouſly augmented the 
Magnitude of both Sexes who had 
eat of them, but with this Diffe- 
rence, that here the Extenſion was 
by flow Degrees, ſo that they ſaw 
themſelves growing every Day, 
without knowing when this mon- 
ſtrous Growth would terminate. 


Kanor, to whom the Quality of 
theſe Oyſters was at firſt unknown, 
as he had compelled none, ſo nei- 
ther had he hindered any from eat- 
ing them, and the Capture had been 
ſo large, that after all his Subjects 
had been ſatisfied, he threw a great 
Number away, after having taken 
out the Pearls. So that not ſo much 
as one had eſcaped this corporal 
Augmentation. But the Vexation 
and Inconvenience was ſtill greater 
with theſe than with the former 
Nation, the A/zophagians being 
ſettled in their Size, and under no 
Apprehenſions of any farther Di- 

minution; 
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minution; whereas the Kanorians 
were in continual Suſpence when 
the Growth wouid end. Many of 
them eaſily came into a Chamber 
in the Evening, but the next Day 
were obliged to remain a Priſoner 
till the Door was widened. 


As every thing has its Limits, 
the poor Kanorians ſaw their An- 
xiety terminate, and after a certain 
Term ceaſed growing. And as 
theirNeighboursDiminution ſettled 
at five or fix Inches, ſo they only 
became Giants of eight or nine 
Feet high.

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The twoMonarchs, whom it equal- 
ty concerned to enquire into their 
calamitous Exchange, mutually 
ſent Embaſſadors with Compli 
ments of Condolence. Thoſe of 
Alzopha dexterouſly made uſe of 
their little Ladders to come with- 
in hearing of the Kanorians with 
whom they were to confer, Hav- 
ing gently placed the Ladder a- 

inſt the Stomach, they ſkipt up 
ike Squirrels in the twinkling of 
an Eye, upon the Shoulder of their 
Equals ; but going no farther than 
the Breaſt of thoſe who were their 
Superiors, not placing the Ladder 
againſt them, but againſt a Wall, 
or waiting till a Servant came to 
hold it. A proper Regard to the 
fair Sex, had alſo made it the 
greateſt Breach of good Manners, 
to reſt a Ladder againſt any Wo- 
man whatſoever, in order to diſ- 


courfe with her. The Kanorians 
lay 
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lay all along in their Converſation 
with the Alzophagians of the firſt 
Rank.

Quality, and ſat down on the 
Ground with their Equals, or ſuch 
to whom they thought no Cere- 
mony was due. |

Every Body flew from theſe miſ- 
chievous Maſks, curſing their Ap- 
pearance. One ſwore he knew 
them to be infamous Creatures, 
who —— another interrupted him, 
by affirming, that the leaſt had 
Cat's Whiſkers. A third would 
be d mned if it was not — and 
her Companion. At laſt, to quiet 
the Uproar, Alxopba gave Orders 
that they ſhould be civilly deſired 
to unmaſk, and declare who they 
were, or withdraw.

„Te ians, like many 
others, believing what they feared, 
concluded that the Period of their 
Diminution was very far off, and 
turned their Attention to procure 
themſelves all the little Convenien- 
cies and Diverſions ſuitable to a ſix- 
inch People. All the Spaniels and 
Dogs of all kinds throughout the 

„ ingdom 
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Kingdom, were trained up for 
Saddle and Draft Horſes. They 
were put to little Carts alſo of the 
new Faſhion; ſome they made 


Hunters of, and others put into 


the riding School to be trained up 


for War. Among theſe latter they 


employed only Geldings, being 
otherwiſe” too mettleſome and un- 
ruly. And tho' any one would, 
by the outſide, | have taken their 
new Huts to be ſo many Burrows, 
yet neither were they neat, con- 
venient, nor even. * | 


Kanor had three Sons and no 
Daughters, and Alxopha had two 
Princes, but no Princeſs; ſo that 
no Redreſs was to be expected 
from the preſent Condition of the 
two rayal Families. But Bra//la, 
from her tender Regard for her 
People, earneſtly deſired to be the 


per of ne their Loſs. 
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She was inceſſantly talking about 
the Daughters, with which ſhe 
would provide the King. Any 
Emperics who brought their Noſ- 
trums for that Effect, were ſure to 
be diſmiſſed with a Preſent, At 
laft to her inexpreſſible Joy, and 
that of the whole Nation, ſhe be- 
came pregnant. It was next to 
High-Treaſon, to doubt of the Sex 
of the Fœtus. The Queen was 
poſitive of it, and the Phyſicians, 
who doubtleſs ſaw farther into a 
Mill-ſtone than any Body elſe, 
would ſtake their Lives upon it: 
None of the promiſing Symptoms 
were wanting, Brazilla, who 
was ſome Lines ſhort of ſix Inches, 
was ſo protuberant, that a great 
many, by way of Compliment, 
which greatly pleaſed her, aſſured 
her that ſhe would bear Twins, or 
at leaſt, a Child ſo large, that no 
Kanorian Prince could in Conſcience 
refuſe her. Brazilla, who was 
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fifteen Inches round, tho* not fix 
high, was more concerned about 
the Number than the Size of the 
Princeſſes, of which fhe was now 
the imaginary Mother. All her 
Court were entirely taken up with 
making Child-Bed-Linen, Dreſſes 
and Trinkets, for the Infants, 
whoſe Birth was daily expected.

Next Year: Alzopba and 
the Queen endeavoured to retrieve 
this Diſappointment, but the Pro- 
duce was a Boy. Better Things 
were hoped for from the third De- 
livery, but this alſo terminated in 
a Boy; and tho the royal Pair did 
their utmoſt endeavour for a Girl, 
the Decrees of Deſtiny thwarted 
their Attempts z ſo that they at laſt 

died without any female Iſſue. * 
| or 
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Nor was Kanor more fortunate 
in Daughters, his Iſſue proving all 
Males, and Generation after Ge- 
neration, for ſeveral Ages, all 
the royal Offspring in the two 
Families were Sons. So that they 
were as anxious about the Birth of 
a Princeſs, as elſewhere about that 
of a Prince. Nor did the People 
any more expreſs their Joy at the 
Birth of a Son, than every where 
elſe at that of a hter. 
laſt under the Reign of Azophe 
XXX. a fortunate Deſcendant from 
the perpetual Boy-getters, his Queen 
Biba which,” in the pats —— 
Language, ſignifies fair, became 
＋ 1 5 was Daughter to 
a Nobleman of the higheſt Quality, 
and what ſeemed — fair, 
her Mother had- all Daughters. 
But a long Series of Diſappoiat- 
ments had rendered the Court very 
reſerved on this head. No poſitive 
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Aſſertions, no Wagers, no Prepa- 
tions for a Princeſs now, Nothing 
but Anxiety and Prayers. At 
laſt the long long-wiſhed for Era 
came, and the Queen was delivered 
of a Princeſs, of a prodigious 
Bigneſs being near three Inches 
long; and the Court Phyſicians 
_ aſſured their Majefties, that if 
the grew in Proportion, ſhe 
would at leaſt be as big again as 
the common Size. The Joy and 
Hopes which this Event raiſed in 
the royal Breaſts is beyond Ex- 
preſſion. She was called Babillon, 
that is, of ſupereminent Beauty. 
Beſides Fireworks, and other pub- 
lic Demonſtrations of Joy, Cakes 
and Mead were diſtributed to all 
Comers; but with ſuch a Regu- 
larity, that all the People were 
equally drunk and cloyed, the 
Diſtributers alone remaining ſober. 
The ' Child-bed-linen, which was 
put up in the niceſt Order in a 
75 KEN Patchs 
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Patch- Box, and would have fitted 
a luſty Child, could be made no 
uſe of; but others were haſtily 
finiſhed ſuitable to a Girl of fifteen 
Years old. What a glorious Com- 
fort! what a raviſhing Joy muſt 
fuch a Sight give to a little fond 
Mother of ſix Inches! The King 
was ſo tranſported, that he did-not 
know where to put his little Hands, 
and for ſome Time all the Cour- 
tiers were as much perplexed with 
theirs. It would be endleſs to 
deſcribe the Care with which ſhe 
was brought up, or to- enumerate 
the many pretty Things, which 
ſhe was reported to do and ſay, 
long. before ſhe could ſpeak at all, 
or think of ſuch Things. At the 
fourth Year. of her Age, ſhe was 
as fall as the Queen, and: ſpoke 
the Alzopbagian and Kanorian Lan- 
guages perfectly well. And tho? 
ſhe had but one Fongue, yet, like 
moſt Women, ſhe could exerciſe 
= s it.

it with ſuch a Volubility and Supe- 
riority, that ſhe ſeemed to ſpeak 


the two Gibberiſhes at once very 
fluently. 


Alzopha was no ſooner a Father, 
than he turned his Thoughts to pa- 
cify the two hoftile Fairies. Com- 
pliments, Excuſes and Preſents, 
the fineſt of their kind, were im- 
mediately ſent to Fierotina and 
Bamba. But how terrible is the 
Wrath of Fairies! And how ve- 
hement are the Paſſions in Wo- 
men, who are not ſubject to old 
Age! Happy is it, that our Days 
ſee very few ſuch. Bamba, who 
had lengthened the Kanorians, was 
not averſe to their proper Decreaſe z 
but the relentleſs Fierotina, who 
had ſhortened the Alzophagians, 
would not ſo much as grant them 
an Inch, The young Princeſs at 
her Birth had been exempted from 
her malignant Influence, Her re- 

ducing 
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ducing them to nothing, was ſuch 
a miſchiev ous Proceeding, that a 
Reſtraint was laid on her Power 
over this People. This obliged her 
to ſet her Thoughts at work how to 
prejudice them indirectly. 


On the very ſame Day that Ba- 
billon was born, her Kanorian Ma- 
jeſty was delivered of Male Twins, 
perfectly beautiful, and exactly like 
each other. Several Fairies, Friends 
to that Royal Family, conferred on 
them all the Gifts and Talents 
which were in their Power. Fiero- 
tina reſorted thither incognito, that 
is to ſay, inviſible, which is the 
beſt Kind of incognito; and amidſt 
the Confuſion and Goſſipping, for 
Gollipping there is every where, 
ſhe haſtily laid hold of a Moment's 
Silence, to mutter a Word within 
herſelf.

Theſe lovely Princes were edu- 
cated with a ſuitable Care. The 
eldeſt, whoſe Name was Aazul, 
that is, perfect, was of ſucha preg- 
nant Genius, that his ſwift Pro- 
grels in every thing exceeded the 
ondeſt Hopes. Had he been the 
Son of a private Man, he would 
have been called a very hope ful 
Boy; but for a Prince, the Ex- 
preſſion is too mean: He is the 
Darling of the Muſes, the Seat of 
the Graces, a Wonder, a Prodigy, 
beſides other Hy perboles for his fu- 
ture Nrrortment. 


Their Maſters ought to have 
been excellent, for they were ex- 
ceſſively 
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ceſſively well paid; yet all their 
Inſtructions ſeemed only thrown 
away upon the youngeſt, who was 
called Zaaf, that is, perfectly like; 
though in reality all his Reſem- 
blance of his. Brother, ſeemed to 
be confined to their Faces. To all 
Appearance, he was incapable of - 
acting or thinking with any Re- 
gularity, and ſhewed no Diſpoſi- 
tion to any one Thing. "The Cour- 
tiers, though they thought his Stu- 
pidity was incurable, yet with their 
uſual Politeneſs, only ſaid, that his 
Royal Highneſs was a little ſlow. 
Not imagining they ſpoke the real 
Truth. 


Neither of them had the leaſt 
Notion of what Importance it was 
to the two Nations, that the eldeſt 
or youngeſt, ſhould be united to 
the Princeſs, and the ardent Prayers 
poured forth, that a true Love 
might be the Preamble to this Uni- 


On. 
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on. Babillon alſo knew as little 
how ſhe was to be diſpoſed of; 
and it was an excellent Stroke of 
Policy, and argued a juſt Know- 
ledge of Nature, to conceal this 
Point from them, no Love being 
perfect unleſs free; and any Mo- 
tion to excite it has quite a con- 
trary Effect. 


The Princeſs was now entering 
into her fifteenth Year, and her 
Height was ten Inches. The Eyes 
of this People, had not for ſome 
_ Centuries been bleſſed with the 
Sight of ſuch a tall Perſonage. They 
might well with Admiration cry 
out,, There 1s Stature ! There is an 
Appearance! There is Majeſty ! 
Fen Inches at fifteen, beſides what 
mne may grow up to] Yer amidſt 
their Joy they had an Uneaſineſs 
upon them, leſt her Statelineſs 
might give her too much of the 

N manly 
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manly Air, and the Kanorian Prin- 
ces be diſguſted at her Largeneſs. 


At laſt came the Day appointed 
for the Interview of the Princes 
and Princefs. It was uſhered in 
with Races, Dancings, and Turna- 
ments, at all which Babillon was 
preſent, every one bleſſing them- 
ſelves, not ſo much at the Rich- 
neſs of her Dreſs, or her Beauty, 
as at the Dignity of her Size. 
The Princes were not wanting to 
perform Wonders. I mean Aazul, 
for as for poor Prince Zaaf, he 
only did his beſt, and nothing could: 
be more aukward and pitiful than 
his beft. Alzopba, with his whole 
Court, were ſeated on a lofty Am- 
phitheatre, over which was a kind 
of Canopy, being an Intertexture 
of large Feathers. By means of 
this Elevation, they were of an 
equal Height with the Kanorians, 
Any one at a Diſtance would have 

taken 
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taken them for a Company of little 
gay Puppets, put into Motion by 
their fly Owner, hid among the 
Feathers of the Canopy. 


Kanor having his Sons on each 
Side, advanced, and paid his Re- 
ſpects to the Queen of the Alzo- 
Phagians, and the Princeſs Babillon, 
who held up her Head, and bri- 
dled like an only Daughter. Ex- 
cepting this A ffectation, it muſt be 
owned nothing could be more en- 
gaging. She was all Charms from 
Head to Foot. His Majeſty's Com- 
pliment to theſe Princeſſes was gen- 
teel and ſublime. As for Aazul, 
he gave them a very inattentive 
look, and ſaluted them juſt as a 
young Beau of Quality would the 
antiquated Wife of a Counſellor, 
and ſaid a hundred merry Things 
to them with! a very careleſs 
Air. He exerted a great deal of 
offenſive Wit, aſking Queſtions, 

making 
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making Compariſons, never anſwer- 
ing to the Purpoſe, and, as a pro- 
per Concluſion of his Petulancy, 
haſtily devoured a ſuperb Collation, 
without ſcarcely giving Babillon 
time to invite him. Not one Word 
came from Zaaf all the Time, but 
he kept his Eyes conſtantly fixed 
upon ' Babillon, with a kind of 
Wonder, which ſhe readily con- 
ſtrued for Admiration as ſhe did 
his Silence for a reſpectful Baſhful- 
neſs. So that for the firſt Time of 
his Life, he excelled his Brother, 
and pleaſed more without ſpeak ing 
a Word, He perceived it, and 
was in danger of becoming {till 
more fooliſh, which is the natural 
Effect of Succeſs on weak Minds. 
But as his was not properly ſuch, 
the firſt Diſplay of it now appear- 
ed, The very next Day, a cer- 
tain Vivacity and Grandeur ſpark- 
led in his Countenance. The Prin- 
ceſs obſerving it, and attributing it 

to 
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to herſelf, began alſo to riſe in her 
Charms. The Joy of a Woman 
in perceiving, how a riſing Love 
has given a freſh Luſtre 1 — Beau- 
ty, ſtill makes her more beautiful, 
and this at the ſame time increaſes 
her Love and Gratitude; and the 
Lover, who inſpired it, is recipro- 
cally penetrated with the ſame Sen- 
timent. For to pleaſe and charm 
ſtill more completes our Obli- 
gation to that Object, which firſt 
pleaſed and charmed us. How is 
it poſſible Savages ſhould under- 
ſtand all theſe Refinements? No; 
they are ignorant of them, but 
omniſcient Love, which is the ſame 
every where, inſpires this in them 
without their Knowledge. And 
the greater is their Happineſs; for 
it is much more ſo to Experience 
the full Force of the Senſation, than 
only to know how to Diſcourſe on 
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Aazul, who ſaw his Brother in 
a very different Light from that of 
Babillon, thought it very odd, 
that ſhe ſhould treat him in ſo diſ- 
tinguiſhed a manner, and be ſo ob- 
ſervant of every Part of Politeneſs 
towards him. He made it a Mat- 
ter of Ridicule, as if little Babillon 
had a very bad Taſte; for the Epi- 
thet little was always annexed to 
Babillon in his Diſcourſe, as if it 
were to prevent ſome Miſtake. 
This, however, gave an univerſal 
Diſguſt to the Alzopbagian Court, 
where it was looked upon as a very 
improper A ffectation in the Mouth 
of a Giant; whilſt every one was 
in love with Zaaf, as the beſt na- 
tured Creature in the World, only 
he never ſpoke. 


The Re<oicings were to continue 
eight Days, and hitherto only the 
ſecond was paſt. On the third was 


a Concert in which both the Alzo- 
phagian 
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Phagian Muſicians and Singers per- 
formed Wonders. Theſe People 
were univerſally Proficients in this 
enchanting Science, excelling equal- 
ly in vocal and inſtrumental Mu- 
fic, The Princeſs ſung a very ten- 
der Air, in which were theſe 
Words, I love you, which ſhe very 
naturally humoured at the ſame 
time, caſting a languid Look on 
Prince Zaaf. It ſo greatly im- 
preſſed him, as to produce a ſe- 
cond Diſplay of his Wir, Ten 
Years of painful Inftruftion had 
not brought him'to join two Notes 
together ; whereas, now he ſung 
this, I love you, with a maſterly 
Exactneſs, ſcarce doing any thing 
elfe the whole Day, and with ſo 
graceful an Air, as was really ſur- 
prizing in a Giant. He even ac- 
companied the Words with a Sigh 
and an amorous Glance towards the 
Princeſs; to ſuch a Pegree of Free- 
dom and Vivacity had he attained

within the Space of three Days. 
Theſe Sighs of the Giants being ſo- 
norous and inconſiderate, were ob- 
ſerved by the whole Court, and 
their Whiſpers threw the whole Com- 
pany into ſome Confuſion. Aazul 
was ſure not to let this paſs with- 
out one of his dull Jeſts, and ſaid, 
that his Brother's Sighs only ex 
preſſed his Concern, that the Prin- 
cefs had put an End to his Silence. 
Babillon, nettled at this, replied, 
Prince, it would be a Kindneſs done 
to you both, if I could prevail upon 
him to ſpeak alittle more, and you 
a greal deal leſs. Aazul had nothing 
to anſwer, but by a ſcornful Sneer. 


The Exerciſe of the Ring was 
to begin the Pleaſures of the next 
Day, and Babillon was pleaſed 
with an Opportunity of ſhewing 
the Princes her graceful Manage- 
ment of a little ſhag Spaniel, black 
As Jet, and extremely mettleſome. 

Nothing 
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Nothing could exceed the Richnefs 
and Beauty of its Trappings. All 
the other Alzophagian Ladies were 
likewiſe magnificently mounted. 
Upon the Signal, Badillon gave a 
graceful Leap upon her Spaniel, 
and after ſome Caracols, taking a 
ſmall Spear of a light gilt Wood, 
he flew away like an Arrow, with 
her Arms extended directly to the 
Ring, which was faſtened ina Poſt 
at a about a hundred Paces diſtance. 
She ſoon diſtanced all her Ladies, 
who were neither ſo well mounted, 
nor ſuch good Riders as ſhe. 
When ſhe was near reaching the 
Poſt, the Princeſs's Spaniel was 
obſerved to make from it, notwith- 
ſtanding her Efforts to the contrary, 
and not only ſo, but to carry her 
away with an aſtoniſhing Swift- 
neſs, as a fiery Horſe runs away 
with hisRider. The Air reſound- 

ed with the Shrieks of Alzopba, 

the Queen, and the 8 

when 
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when they ſaw the Spaniel with Ba- 
bil/on on its Back, juſt entring in- 
to a thick Foreſt, ſo full of wild 
Beaſts, that ſince they were reduced 
to fix Inches, no one had dared fo 
much as to look into it. That the 
Princeſs ſhould be thus carried off 
by a Dog, was an Incident which 
ſtruck Kanor and his whole Court 
with Amazement, but not one of 
them ſtirred a foot to her Aſſiſtance, 
chough they might eafily have 
overtaken the Raviſher. Zaaf a- 
lone, and without any other Wea- 
pons than a Bow and Arrow, ſti- 
mulated purely by Love, flew af- 
ter the Spaniel. The Lightning is 
not ſwifter. He was on Foot, but 
Love and long Legs go a great 
Pace. Aazul, and a Knot of Cour- 
tiers, who were on Horſeback, 
having entered upon grave Deli- 
berations, which abound with need- 
leſs Phraſes, before they could form 
a Reſolution to follow him, rode 

after- 
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afterwards full Speed; but to very 
little Purpoſe, for they came back 
only with an Account that they 
ſaw him ruſh into the Foreſt, al- 
moſt at the Heels of the furious 
Spaniel, which was running away 
with his Miſtreſs, ſo the unfortu- 
nate Babillon may be called; for 
from that very Moment ſhe became 
ſo in its fulleſt Signification. So 
apt is the Diſtreſs of an amiable 
Perſon to compleat that Love to- 
wards her, which was begun in a 
Time of Eaſe and Safety; and ſo 
ſtrongly. inclined on her Side, is a 
_ diſtreſſed Perſon to give up her- 
ſelf entirely while the Storm laſts, 
to a Paſſion, born in the Sun-ſhine 
of Proſperity. Aazul, and his Re- 
tinue; rode into the Foreſt, and 
made it reſound with the Names of 
Babillon and Zaaf, till it was Mid- 
night; but they might have ſpared 
their Noiſe and Fatigues, for they 
could neither hear, nor ſee any 
thing 
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thing of them, and therefore re- 
turned hanging their Heads; and 
it muſt beithought, that their Diſ- 
appointment was a heavy Stroke to 
People already at their Wit's End.

this black Spaniel was no other 
than the miſchievous Fierotina. 
This accurſed Spright had pilfered 
the Princeſg's real Palfry, by trans- 
forming it into an Ant, or a Flea, 
either by Words, or a Stroke of a 
Wand, and had taken Poſſeſſion of 
its Skin. Zaaf, who little dreamt 
of a Fairy, ſtrainedſ to the utmoſt, 
being ſo near the Spaniel, that he 
hoped at every Step to reach it. 
At laſt finding himſelf ſo far ſpent, 
that he could not hold out a Mi- 
nute longer, he collected all his 
Strength for the deciſive Effort,

as threw hie to the Ground; but 
| 5 Augen he F< Sell upon the Prin- 
ce The Violence 
of * ps the natural Weight 
of ſuch a vaſt Body, would infalli- 
bly have cruſhed Babillon, had 
not the Princeſs, by the greateſt 
Providence, been taken obliquely 
between his Breaſt and Chin, which 
lying on the Ground, left a com- 
petent Vacuum for a Body not 
above four or five Inches in Cir- 
cumference. As for the poor Dog, 
on which his Belly (= oe to 
fall, be was ſqueczed as flat as a 
Flounder. And lucky was it for 
him to be a Fairy, and not a mere 


Spaniel, for otherwiſe it had n 
quite: over with him. 


Bahillon, entangled between the 
Chin and Breaſt of her Lover, had 
fainted away, like a well-bred Prin- 
a who has þ theſe Diſorders. at 

command 
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command on leſs affecting Occa- 
ſions: Zaaf, unable to raiſe him- 
ſelf, and ſo ſpent. as to require half 
an Hour's Breathing, in order to 
give the Princeſs more room, 
moved his Head, ſo that his large 
Face lay near the diminutive Oval 
of Babillan s. Then, not perceiv- 
ing any Breath in her, he gave a 
doleful and terrible Outcry z but 
laying his Face ſtill nearer, he could 
not ſuppreſs a deep Sigh, which 
proceeded from the Anguiſh of 
bis fond Heart. This hot Gale of 
Breath ſeemed: to revive his Miſ- 
treſs;ſhe her Eyes, andreturn- 
ed his Sigh, ſo that the little Breath 
which proceeded from the inmoſt 
Receſſes of her Heart, blended it- 
ſelf with a ſecond Sigh, which was 

quite igneous, being the Effect of 
the Prince's Joy at ſoeing the Symp:

Now this U- 
nion, this Intermixture of Breath- 
ings, this reiterated Interchangings 
of mutual Sighs, were to break the 
pernicious Charm. The entire Ma- 
nifeſtation of the Prince's Genius, 
together with the Diminution of 
his Stature, and the Growth of that 
Princeſs, depended on theſe Breath- 
ings, which appeared ſo trifling, 
and ſeemed naturally to flow from 
their Condition. They were igno- 
rant of all this; theſe Miracles 
were entirely fortuitous; or rather 
Heaven, which always favours the 
Virtuous, had placed their Bodies 
in ſuch a Poſition, that theſe pow- 
erful Breathings were often repeated.

Had the Prince known 
that it was his inveterate Enethy, ſhe, 
who had been the Cauſe of his fif 
teen Years Scupidity, and Babillon's 
Littleneſs, ſhe would not ſo eaſily

have 
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have it ſoz but why ſhould we 
continue in doubt about that which 
we can make an Experiment of 
this very Inſtant? Permit me to 
lay my Mouth ſo near yours, as 
to inhale that divine Breath to 
which I think my all is owing. 
If this Communication, which will 
be ſtill cloſer than that of yeſter- 
day, the mere Reſult of Chance, 
be attended with the ſame Effect, 
if it enlarges your Stature and my 
Faculties, we ſhall then know 
what we have to do; but if after 
making this Experiment we con- 
tinue the ſame, we will go in ſearch 
of ſome frightful Circumſtance, in 
order to try the Operations of 
Fear. This Motion carried ſuch 
Weight with it as not to be re- 
fuſed. Though, perhaps, it was 
owing as much to Curiolity as 
Love that Babillon conſented to 
it.

Theſe good Pco- 
ple, who are juſt the reverſe of us, 
cannot be brought to think that 
true Love will. not hold out to the 
End; their Principle is, Love for 
ever, or not at all. And this Dif- 
ficulty makes theſe laſt Marriages 
exceeding rare. 5 


Another Point of equal Impor- 
tance to be previouſly known is, 
that Fierotina had taken Care to 
place before Zaaf and the Princeſs 
another Palace, the exact Copy of 
that before mentioned, that they 
might go into it at the ſame Time 
ſhe was in the ether with Aazul. 
She ſo contrived her Meaſures that | 
Babillon perceived this Palace, & 
when Zaaf had left her, and after |

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tuation, ſhe haſtened back to the Place 
where ſhe” expected to find the 


Prince. After waiting a long Time, 
and calling after him, the poor 


Princeſs was ſeized with Fear and 


Deſpair, which, together with the 
Sight of a wild Beaſt, made her fly 
to the Palace as a Shelter until her 
Lover's Return. She had only 
altered the Subje of her Fear, for 
after walking thro? long Ranges of 
lofty Apartments, fhe felt in her- 
ſelf that Uneaſineſs and Dread, 
which Silence and Solitude natu- 
rally imprefſes on timorous Minds. 
The Prince, alarmed at miſſing his 
dear Princeſs, came in Sight of the 
Palace, The Hopes of finding, 
or at leaſt of hearing of her there, 
prompted him to go in more than 
any Curiofity. What are marble 
Pillars, the Ornaments of Sculp- 
ture, or Painting, Golden Statues, 
an Aſſemblage of Brocades, Rubies, 
and all the Pomp which the Art of 

—_ Min 
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Man can invent to a Lover who is 
in ſearch of his Miſtreſs! He has no 
Eyes ſor any thing elſe. 


This Scene may be ſaid to be 
a Rchearfal of that, which at the 
ſame time was acting in the other 
Palace between Aazul and Fiero- 
tina, She had ſix Reaſons, why 
the two Palaces, the two Brothers, 


and the two Princeſſes which they 


were to find, ſhould be exactly in 
the ſame Situation; and that the 
Events and Circumſtances on all 
Sides, ſhould exactly correſpond 
with each other. 


Any, who after looſing a Miſ- 
treſs, or a Lover for ſome Hours, 
have been ſo happy as to find this 
dear Object all in Tears and Deſ- 
pair, will have a more lively Idea 
than can be given by Words, of 
the Emotions and Geſtures of Ba- 
billon and Zaaf at their menos, 
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Oh the charming Confuſion in their 
Words! Their diſordered yet ra- 
viſhing Senſations! Thoſe, who 
have felt theſe Extacies, conceive 
more than can be expreſſed, and 
to others, the Deſcription would 
be dull and unintelligible. Babil- 
lon, on ſeeing the Prince, had fal- 
ten all along, and perhaps hurt her- 
ſelf, for her Falls might be dange- 
rous, being of ſuch a Size, had ſhe 
not fortunately ſaved herſelf on a 
Sofa, where ſhe was no fooner ſeat- 
ed than Zaaf was at her Knees. 
He _ embraced them, and 
if his Mouth was ſilent, the Tears 
from his Eyes watered the Hands 
of his dear Object. His Looks 
ſpoke both Joy and Grief, and all 
his Geſtures were expreſſive of the 
moſt paſſionate Longings and re- 
ſpectful Intreaties. Such a Silence 
is more than equal to all the Elo- 
quence in the World, and what 
proves it, is, its being ſo wonder- 
fully 
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fully adapted to the Underſtanding, 
and ſo happily influencing thoſe to 
whom it is addreſſed, Certain it is, 
that Babillon was penetrated with 
its Energy, and unable to return 
any other Anſwer, than in the ſame 
manner. And indeed, it is impoſ- 
ſible to make a better. 


Theſe good Creatures were too 
full to be long ſilent, and their 
languid Fondneſs would not admit 
them to ſpeak immediately. Their 
Situation was critical and violent, as 
being delightful and intereſting. 
Love, their conſtant Friend, broke 
Silence for them, reminding them, 
that a Marriage was cuſtomary in 
their Kingdoms, in which Love 
alone was wanting, and which con- 
ſiſted entirely in the Aſſurance and 
Proof reciprocally given, and re- 
ceived of the moſt tender Affec- 


tion. Me 
| This 
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This Idea at the ſame time dif- 
fuſed new Light and Comfort into 
both their Hearts. They eagerly 
imparted this Thought to each 
other; they proceeded to exchange 
Vows of Love and Fidelity, which 
was followed by a bliſsful] Conſum- 
mation of the Marriage. Love, 
which had thus united them, com- 
pleted the Work, by inſtructing 


them in its moſt ſublime Myſte- 


ries. This Deity, who protected 
them quite otherwiſe than vulgar 
Lovers, ſpread his Wings over 
them, and kept them encircled 
with a Cloud. The God probably 
foreſeeing, that Babillon would e- 
mit many ſtrong Sighs, which 
might bring up the Troops of 
Fairy Waiters; he would not al- 
low the Purity of a Pleaſure, of 
which, as he was the only Author, 
ſo would be the only Witneſs, to 
be polluted by their Eyes. He 

alone 
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alone is acquainted with the Rites 
which were performed under his 
Cloud. He has not thought fit 
to make me acquainted with them, 
fo that thoſe who are diſpoſed for 
2 more curious Enquiry, may try if 
he will admit them farther into his 


Secrets. 


The Princefs did not fail to re- 
peat her Sighs ſeveral times, and 


che Pig 
Baſkers of Fruits, and Plates of 
Sweetmeats, which now they might 
take their own time to ſet in order. 


Fierotina, under the Appearance 
and Name of PFabillon, was en- 

ged in the ſame Practice in her 
Palace and upon her Sofa, She 
propoſed a Marriage to Prince Aa- 
zul, who was not quick-witted 
enough to think of any ſuch thing, 
though enamoured with the 1ma- 


gimary Charms of the Fairy, The 
Mar- 


igmies came running with 
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Marriage was celebrated, and the 
panting Fairy anſwered the Prin- 
ceſes Sighs, neither was the Cloud 
of Love wanting. But certainly 
one was a light benign Vapour, the 
other a black noxious Smoak. 


The Cloud of Love, which had 
incloſed Babillon and her Lover 
gradually diſperſing, ſhewed the 
tranſported Zaaf his Miſtreſs at 
her perfect Growth and Beauty. 
Youth aderned her Complexion 
with. its vivid Rofes ; Innocence, 
Deſire, and Joy, ſat ſmiling; in her 
Countenance, and her Stature and 
Air were gracefully majeſtic. Zaaf 
allo was fallen away from: his gi- 
gant ic Enormity, in the. Arms of 
Love, retaining} only the Propor- 
tions of a delicate Shape; that they 
might both feem Maſter-picces, 
2 by the peculiar Care of 
e. Their Joy and Congratu- 
lations, at ſeeing themſelves fo 
per- 
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perfect and ſuitable to each other, 
were never exceeded. Zaaf ex- 
preſſed himſelf with fo. much Spi- 
rit, Life, and Tranſport, that the 
Princeſs was afraid of making him 
any Anſwer, dreading the Conſe- 
quences, leſt ſhe ſhould grow far- 
ther, and inſtantly, from a mere 
Dwarf, ſhoot up to a monſtrous 
Giant : But the Prince was ungo- 
vernable; he was under no Ap- 
prehenſion of decreaſing, conclud- 
ing himſelf at a fixed Point, with 
which, as he was pleaſed, ſo was it 
unalterable. 


Nothing could hinder him from 
eonfirming his Opinion by repeat- 
ed Trials, which ſucceeded, and 
ſometimes interrupted the Collation. 
And theſe now convinced Babillon, 
that her Size was out of all Dan- 
ger, which filled her with Joy and 
Confidence. To compleat the Imi- 


tation, it will naturally be con- 
cluded,

cluded, that Fierotina had not fail- 
ed to grow in Aazul's Careſſes at the 
ſame time, and in the ſame man- 
ner as the Princefs. But without 
knowing her Art, it may be con- 
cluded, that the Operation was not 
entirely ſimilar, Nature isinimitable, 
there being always ſome Defect in 
Counterfeits. Doubtleſs the Fairy 
grew as Statues ſeem to grow by the 
Help of Springs; they heighten 
and enlarge themſelves, but it 1s 
by Starts, and at equal Diſtances 
of Time, ſo that the mechanic Mo- 
tion is diſcoverable; whereas Ba- 
billon*s Growth, being the Product 
of Nature, all the Regularity and 
Beauty of its Productions were con- 
ſpicuous in it. A Flower, which 
the Morning Dew, and the orienc 
Rays invite to open, expands it- 
ſelf in a manner equally ſwift and 
inſenſible; it does not hide itſelf, 
yet is not perceived. The Vine, 
as it becomes penetrated by the 

Sun's

Sun's Heat, extends its Branches, 
and ſhoots. forth its Buds; their 
Increaſe is certain and amazing, 
but the moſt curious Eye cannot 
perceive its Motions. 


A more remarkable Differenee 
in theſe two Adventures, which 
were exactly to correſpond, was, 
that Aaaul remained a Giant, nor 
was all the Fairy's Art ſufficient to 
bring him to a Level with his Bro- 
ther. For Deſtiny had promiſed 
to render only thoſe Lovers per- 
fectly equal, who ſhould be its 
molt fincere and reciprocal Vota- 
ries. Now Aazul loved a young 
Princeſs in an old Fairy; and the 
old Fairy loved Pleaſure in the 
young Prince; conſequently here 
was nothing of a ſincere reciprocal 
Affection, their Views being quite 
oppoſite. 


 Fierotina 
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Fierotina being convinced, 
that Aaxul was as much in Love 
with Babillon, as a Man can be; 
and that this Paſſion, of which ſhe 
had taken Advantage under the 
Appearance of that Princes, could 
be of no. farther ufe to her Pro- 
jects, ſhe thought it was high time 
ro ſhift her Quarters, and taking 
the Opportunity of Hazul's Drow- 
ſineſs, the natural Conſequence of 
their Marriage, ſhe changed her 
Form, and tranſported herſelf to 
the Palace where Zaaf and his Miſ- 
treſs were employed in Tranſports 
and Proteftations of an everlaſting 
Love. She touched them with a 
ſoporiferous Wand, as inviſible as 
herſelf, and immediately, inſtead 
of the ſuperb Caſtle, and-glittering 
Furniture, nothing was to be ſeen 
but the real Foreſt, where the 
Princeſs found herſelf at her wak- 
ing ly ing oma graſſy Bed, at · a little 

Diſtance 
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Diſtance from which the Fairy had 
caſt the two Brothers into a ſound 
Sleep. Babillon was not more a- 
mazed to ſee ſuch an Alteration, 
than ſne was frighted at miſſing 
her dear Zaaf. She called him 
in the moſt tender manner, and at 
the Sound of her dear Voice, both 
Princes ſtarted at the ſame time, 
but ſtrangely amazed at ſeeing each 
other, and both ran towards the 


Princeſs. 


The extreme Surprize of theſe 
three Perſons will eaſily be con- 
ceived, though not ſo eaſily the 
Ml ultitude of different Agitations, 
- Uneaſineſs, and Jealouſy, which be- 
gan to ſwell in the Hearts of the 
ewo Brothers. They were both 
equally certain of having fallen a- 
ſleep in a Palace after a private 
Marriage with Babillon; both won- 
dered at the diſappearing of the 


Palace, and the Appearance of a 
mt third 
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third Perſon, whom they had Rea- 
ſon to think was far enough 
from the Scene of their Pleaſures; 
The Princeſs was as much diſ- 
pleaſed as ſurprized, at the Sight 
of her Brother-in-law the Giant; 
and his Countenance immediately 
diſcovering a Paſſion, which his 
Highneſs thought both very accept- 
able and well warranted, her Looks 
anſwered it with Scorn and Re- 
ſentment. Zaaf, who obſerved it 
as ſoon as the Princeſs, was {till 
more piqued at it. Aazul thought 
the Princeſs's Coldneſs was a Whim 
quite . out of, Character, they hav- 
ing fo lately been on ſuch fami- 
liar Terms, and imputed the jea- 
lous Looks of his Brother to his 
Stupidity. So that theſe three near 
Relations, before they had ex- 
changed one ſingle Word, were 
very much out of Humour. 


Probably 
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Probably ſome ill Conſequence 
might ſoon have enſued, had not 
the Fairy, who till then had con- 
cealed them, now expoſed them to 
View, the Wood being full of their 
Subjects Who were in Search of 
them. They were immediately 
ſurrounded, and as it were aſſault- 
ed by the different Troops of theſe 
Searchers, who gathered about them, 
ſhouting with Joy and Wonder at 
ſeeing the Princefs and Zaaf. This 
was then no time for the Princes 
to come to an Eclairciſſement; 
they could not avoid receiving, 
and anſwering the Compliments of 
ſo many Perſons of Diſtinction, 
how unſeaſonable ſoever. 


I have forgot to mention two 
neceſſary Circumſtances; the one is, 
that as Zaaf es Genius had conſtant - 
ly improved more and more in the 


Arms of the Princeſs, ſo that 5 
is 
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his Brother had been impaired in 
thoſe of the Fairy. Such 1s the 
baneful Influence of Malice and 
Deceit, Inthis Alteration the Ka- 
norians miſtook one for the other. 
And as their near Reſemblance 
had always cauſed a great deal of 
wes tary Fa Court, had they only 
changed Names, Zaaf would have 
been univerſally acknowledged as 
the eldeſt, who was ſo ſprightly 
and engaging, while the Brother 
Aazul would have been looked 
upon as the filent ſtupid Boy. 
The other Circumſtance, which is 
no leſs marvellous, is concerning 
Babillon's Change of Dreſs; for 
when ſhe was carried off, her 
Clothes were only fit for a Perſon 
of ten Inches, ſo that without a 
Change, ſhe would have been al- 
moſt Naked when ſhe was grown 
to five Foot and an half. Now 
without mentioning this Particular 
no body would of themſelves ima- 
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gine it: Vet this alone would be 


a great Blemiſh in her unſpotted 
Reputation. All the time that Ba- 
billon was carried up and down 
the Wood by Zaaf, ſhe was in her 
ten- inch Dreſs, though her Stature 
was grown to three Feet and a half. 
It is true, her Royal Highneſs was 
extremely uneaſy at it. Every Thing 
was wrong, too ſhort, too ſtrait, 
too narrow; while ſhe was employed 
in coverirg one Beauty, that very 
Care expoled another. But beſides 
that there was no Remedy for 
theſe Inconveniencies, ſhe was only 
ſeen by her Lover, and Lovers do 
not greatly mind Dreſs. How- 
ever, it was not long before her 
Delicacy was gratified ; for in the 
enchanted Palace ſhe found a moſt 
magnificent Wardrobe, containing 
Variety of Dreſſes, all becoming a 
Princels ; the Fairies never build- 
ing a Palace without furniſhing it 
with Wardrobes and Bathing- 

Rooms,

Rooms, no more than we without 
Cellars and Kitchens. 


The Princeſs here pleaſed her 
Fancy, as any other Woman would 
have done; ſo that the genteel 
and rich Dreſs of the Princeſs was 
another Cauſe of Wonder in the 
Courtiers. 


Babillon and the Princes, be- 
fore they had time to clear up 
Matters, ſet forward towards their 
Dominions, accompanied by a vaſt 
Multitude of all Ranks, who were 
continually expreſſing their Joy. 
A Spaniel now would not do for 
the Princeſs, ſhe was mounted upon 
a ſtately Horſe belonging to a Ka- 
norian Lord, who himſelf made 
uſe of one belonging to his Re- 
tinue. The Princes and others of 
the higheſt Rank kept, near her. 
Zaaf*s ſecret Tranſports to be not 
only the Spouſe, but alſo to pol- 
G.2 ſeſs 
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ſeſs the entire A ffections of ſuch an 
accompliſhed Princeſs, glowed in 
his Countenance. Aazul, ſtill ima- 
gining her to be the Fairy, thought 
her ſtill more charming, which the 
more inflamed his Love; and be- 
ing firmly perſuaded, that he was 
her Spouſe, tho' her Heart ſeem- 
ed alienated from him ſince his 
Brother's Appearance, he therefore 
began to hate him with ſuch Ran- 
cour and Rage, that it was con- 
ſpicuous even in his Looks and 
Geſtures. This only the more ex- 
cited Babillon's Anger againſt him, 
and augmented her Fondneſs for 


Zaaf. 


In this Contraſt of Paſſions they 
arrived at Alzopba's Court, whi- 
ther Expreſſes baving been ſent 
before with the joyful News, the 


* Kings, with the chief Nobili- 


y of both Kingdoms were aſſem- 


bled. At this meeting, Embraces, 
Extacies,

Extacies, and Tears of Joy were 
not wanting. They looked at one 
another without knowing it; they 
continued aſking Queſtions without 
minding any Anſwer, or well know- 
ing what they aſked themſelves. 


Alzopha deſired to be particu- 
larly informed concerning his 
Daughters amazing Growth from 
her own Mduth apart. He there- 
fore ſeated himſelf on her Right 
Shoulder, and the Queen on her 
Left, to be within Hearing, and 
in this manner ſhe walk out of 
the Salloon into the Garden, where 
every one kept a reſpectful Diſ- 
tance, whilſt Kanor between his 
two Sons, ſtruck into another 
Walk ; for he was as defirous of 
privately diſcourſing them upon 
their Expedicion, the Reaſon of the 
Difference in their Size, whether 
Zaaf had gained or loſt, and every 
other Circumſtance of this Prodigy. 
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The Princeſs gave her dear Pa- 
rents a circumſtantial Account of

could not forbear weeping for Joy 
and Tenderneſs, at hearing how 
this intrepid Champion had almoft 
cruſhed the mad Spaniel, who 
might otherwiſe have carried their 
only Daughter no body knows 
where; how to ſave her tender 
Fleſh from being wounded by the 
Buſhes, he had carried her whole 
Days in his Arms; how during 
the Nights, he protected her from 
the Wolf, and a thouſand other 
little Acts of Kindneſs, of which 
ſhe was careful not to omit one, 
except the principal Kindneſs, not 
a Syllable of that. 


Alzopha, 
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Alzopha, who by the Anſwer of 
the Oracle, was pre-acquainted with 
the Conditions on which his Daugh- 
ter was to grow, did not doubt 
but that theſe Conditions had been 
punctually performed, and accord- 
ingly laid it home to her; then 
indeed, ſhe frankly confeſſed the 
whole Matter : the Palace, the So- 
fa, the Collation ſerved up by Pig- 
mies, the Marriage, the Prince's 
Careſſes, and the mutual Paſſion 
with which they had inſpired each 
other. 


Had theſe honoured Confidants 
been placed any where except on 
the Princeſs's Shoulders, her ex- 
treme Modeſty would have laid

WY: were 
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were both pleaſed to diſpenſe with 
that Ceremony, and threw their 
little Hands about her Head and 
Face, at the ſame time ſeeming 
to ſtrive who ſhould ſhed moſt 
Tears of Joy for an Event, big 
with ſuch happy Conſequences. 


Alzopha informed her, that her 
Love for the Prince was the Ac- 
compliſhment of the Decrees of 
Deſtiny, and the Wiſhes of the 
whole Nation, whoſe ſhocking 
Littleneſs would ſoon be relieved 
by this Marriage. Babillon, over- 
joyed that the pleaſanteſt Tranſ- 
action of her Life was of ſuch Ser- 
vice to her Father's Subjects, long- 
ed to impart her Joy to her Huſ- 
band, to inform him that her 
Choice was approved by thoſe on 
whom ſhe depended; to preſent 
him to them under this endearing 
Relation, and be a Witneſs of the 


many well-turned ——— 
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the many ſoft Things, which would 
certainly be ſaid on both Sides. 
She was haſtening towards Kanor, 
who was withdrawn into an Ar- 
bour with his Sons; but upon 
hearing a Noiſe ſhe ſtopt. The 
Princes, though in Kanor's Pre- 
ſence, uſed high Words, and would: 
not be controuled. The Princeſs 
was for being acquainted with the 
Reaſon of this Warmth before ſhe 
ſhewed herſelf, and liſtened be- 
hind the Leaves, with the King 
and Queen ſtil] upon her Shoulders. 
They all three heard that Zaaf 
was Babillon's Spouſe ; he ſwore to 
it by the Sun, a tremendous Oath 
among this People. But Aazul 
alſo affirmed the ſame of himſelf; 
and in order to give a greater Sanc- 
tion to his Oath, extended it alſo 
to the Stars. By Kanor's Direc- 
tions, they ſeveral times repeated 
the Circumſtances, which ſo ex- 
actly agreed, that he was quite-

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confounded, The ſame Palace; 
the ſame Size of three Feet and 
a half in the Princeſs before the 
Marriage; the fame Growth after- 
wards ; the fame Pigmies; the ſame 
Collation z the fame artleſs Style in 
their Narratives ; the ſame Poſi- 
tiveneſs; the ſame Warmth ; the 
ſame Love in their Debate, He 
ſlaw that one Daughter-in-law 
was wanting, and at the ſame 
time was perſuaded, that both 
his Sons had done their Endea- 
vours that ſhe ſhould not be 
wanting, It was allo as clear to 
the King and Queen of the Alzo- 
_ phagians, that they had a Son- in- 
law too many. 


Babillon, exaſperated at Aazul's 
Impoſture, and to expoſe him be- 
fore thoſe who were moſt con- 
cerned in clearing up this My- 
ſtery, in the Heat of her Paſſion 
flew ſo precipitately into the Ar- 

bour, 
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bour, that the King and Queen 
fell off from her Shoulders, and it 
was the greateſt Providence that 
they received no Harm by ſuch a 
terrible Fall. The Princeſs was 
too much exaſperated to make any 
Excuſe for her Indiſcretion. Then 
began a new Scene of Explanations 
and Interrogatories; but ſo far from 
clearing up any thing, only ſerv- 
ed to preplex the Caſe, and ulce- 
rate their Minds. Every one gave 
a very ſpecious Appearance of 
Truth to their Defence; becauſe 
every one endeavoured to ſpeak 
Truth, and were actually per ſuad- 
ed they did ſo. 


However, Aazul allowed that 
the Pr inceſs was in the Palace, and 
conſiderably grown at their firſt 
Meeting; whereas Zaaf had the 
Advantage of delivering her from 
the black Spaniel when ſhe did nor 
exceed ten Inches, and having kept 
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cloſe to her ever ſince. This De- 
polition was confirmed by that of 
the Princeſs,, which was of great 
Weight, and farther ſtrengthened by 
an Acknowledgment of her tender 
Affection for Zaaf only. She now 
made no Secret of it, opening de- 
claring, that he was her gallant De- 
fender, her beloved Spouſe; ex- 
elaiming, at the ſame time, with 
a Female Aſperity againſt Aazul, 
as a Monſter and an Impoſture. 


What Courſe could thoſe have 
taken in ſuch a confuſed Conjunc- 
ture, to clear up the Difficulty, 
who believe nothing of Fairies, 
and their Incantations ? But hap- 
pily for Babillon and, her Lover, 
there was no ſuch Sceptics in the 
two Kingdoms; ſo that the Privy. 
Councils of both Nations, after a 
ſhort Deliberation, unanimouſly a- 
grecd, that the unfortunate Aazul 
had been the * of Fierotina's 

Malice.

Malice. This Conjecture led to 
others; the Suſpicion that the black 
Spaniel was ſomething more than 
a mere Spaniel, was no ſooner men- 
tioned than confirmed by Zaaf and 
the Princeſs, who related it had 
ſuddenly vaniſhed, though in all 
human Appearance, cruſhed to 
Death. When once the End of 
the Clue is diſcovered, we ſoon 
trace our way through the whole 
Labyrinth; a Fairy, who can ani- 
mate the Skin of a Spaniel to de- 
ſtroy a Princeſs, may eaſily be ſup- 
poſed to aſſume the Appearance 
of a beautiful Princeſs to ſeduce a 
young Prince: rather than be diſ- 
appointed of her Aim, ſhe would 
build Palaces without Number, and 
Pigmies and Collations are always 
at her Command. And as an in- 
conteſtable Evidence, that this is 
the Truth of the Caſe, the imagi- 
nary Palace, and the ſuppoſed 
Princeſs, had diſappeared at the 

ſame

ſame time. Every one was pleaſed, 
both with the Premiſes and Con- 
cluſion, except Prince Aazul, who 
ſuffered too much not to proteſt 
againſt them, 


Here we muſt hold, ſaid the 
two Kings, and what remains is 
to prevail upon ſome friendly Fai- 
ry to take the Trouble to diſco- 
ver whether the Prince has been 
thus deluded by Fierotina, or ſome 
other of the fame Temper. This 
Expedient however, was far from 
pacifying Aazul; he was too great- 
y enamoured of Babillon, whoſe 
Spouſe he thought himſelf to be, 
and therefore perſiſted in aſſert- 
ing it. Nor could his Reſpect, 
either for Kanor or Alzopha re- 
ſtrain his Rage. He left the Room, 
threatning to be revenged of the 
Perfidiouſneſs of Zaaf and the 
Princeſs, for he would give no bet- 


ter Name to their mutual Fondneſs. 
Kanor © 
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Kauor hoped that Time and 
Reflection, would abate theſe Agi- 
tations in his Sun, Orders were 
iſſued for a public Thankſgiving, 
and Meſſengers diſpatched to pro- 
claim in every Market ſown 
this Event, which was to be pro- 
ductive of ſuch happy Conſequences. 


Alzopha, was now of an ad- 
vanced Age, and his Daughter be- 
jng the ſole Heireſs of his Do- 
minions, he thought it would be 
a becoming Action to adopt his 
Son as his Aſſociate in the Em- 
pire. The next Day was appoint- 
ed for the Ceremony of his Adop- 
tion and Coronation, which was to 
begin with Sacrifices to the Gods, 
and theſe to be ſucceeded by a 
Feaſt, in which the A/zophagian 
Magnificence was every way to 
exceed itſelt, and the Spectacles, 
Entertainments, and Games, were 
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to be in the ſame grand Taſte: 
Kanor had undertaken, that Aazu! 
ſhould neither cauſe any Diſturbance, 
nor be abſent. The Fairies receiv- 
ed a general Invitation, and all 
came. Fierotina had the Aſſu- 
rance to appear there with the 
ſame Freedom with thoſe, who 
ſo far from having any Guilt upon 
their Minds, had done conſiderable 
Favours to both Nations. How- 
ever the Matter was diſſembled, 
and no body received with more 
Civility. It was now certainly 
| known, that ſhe was the Heroine 
of. that ſuperb Palace, where ſhe 
had ſo well repreſented the Prin- 
ceſs along with the Prince. Ano- 
ther Fairy, an intimate of hers, 
who was entruſted with the Se- 
cret, took the Liberty to diſcloſe: 
it, knowing ſhe would have done 
the like herſelf. 


Lanor 
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Kanor ſent every where in ſearch 
for Aazul, but was informed, that 
he, attended by ſeveral Lords, was 
gone on an hunting Match for 
eight Days. Fhe Abſence of the 
Diſſatisfied on ax Day of Rejoic- 
ing is a fortunate Event, as it 
heightens the Mirth of the Com- 
pany, for their Preſence would caſt 
a damp upon all Chearfulneſs and 
Freedom. The Sacrifices and Cere- 
mony of the Coronation were con- 
ducted with a Tranquility, and 
Pomp becoming the Occaſion. 
Alzopha was for Zaaf*s taking his 
Name, ſince he was to govern his 
Subjects; but this the Kanorians 
oppoſed. At laſt both Nations 
agreed, that he ſhould take the ad- 
ditional Name of Kanor, which 
was a Prefage, that he ſhould unite 
both Nations under one Govern- 
ment. The Feaſts ſucceeded no 
leſs than the Sacrifices ; the Exqui- 

ſitenels, 
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ſiteneſs, Arrangement, and Gaiety 
was equally pleaſing. Nothing 
could be more curious, than to ſee 
their Alzophagian Majeſties, with 
about thirty Princes, Lords, and 
Ladies of their Court, none ex- 
ceeding fix Inches high, fitting 
at a Table with as many Kano- 
riaus nine or ten Feet high, a 
I" RKanorian and Alzophagian ſit- 
| ting alternately z ſo that at ſome 
i Diſtance the Table appeared but 

half filled, and a little nearer, 
2 one would have thought to have 
| leen thirty Giants, each having 
an Angola or Sapajou- at his 
| Side, But now the Alzopbagi- 
ans were not in the leaſt cha- 
grined at this Diſproportion, the 
| Hopes that it was ſoon to termi- 
nate, had already made them tal- 
| ler in their Fancies. All the La- 
| dies likewiſe, having Babillon be- 
| fore their Eyes, conceived a For- 
wardneſs 


* 
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wardneſs and Confidence above 
their Abilities. 


The Ball laſted till the Cloſe of 
Day, and Aazul! thought this the 
proper Inſtant to carry off the Prin- 
ceſs; and as the Darkneſs was 
coming on, conveyed himſelf, with 
ſome of his Ruffians, into the Hall 
where Babillon was. Though he 
kept himſelf concealed, F:erotina, 
who never loſt Sight of the Prin- 
ceſs, firſt perceived him. Proba- 
bly ſhe before ſuſpected Aaxul's. 
Deſign, and was therefore for mak- 
ing a ſecond Uſe of him. 


The Princeſs, being no longer 
under her Power, ſhe could 
not aſſume her Likeneſs a ſecond 
time, unleſs ſhe would conſent to 
become inviſible; drawing near to 
Babillon, ſhe whiſpered to her,, 
what ſhe ſuſpected to be Aazul's 
Intention; and in order the more 

| fully 
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fally to gain her Confidence, con- 
feſſed to her all that paſſed ; and 
as a Proof that ſhe would for the 
future make amends by the moſt 
important Services, ſhe offered to 
reſcue her immediately from a 
Lover, whoſe Preſence muſt give 
her a great deal of Diſturbance at 
fuch a time. Fierotina owned to 
the Princeſs, that ſhe was in Love 
with Aazul. Among Women ſuch 
Communications make amends for 
all that is paſt, and immediately 
—_ a Reconciliation, The 

airy promiſed to carry him ſo 
far off, and keep him there ſo 
many Years, that at his return love 
would be quite out of both his 
Head and Heart. Babillon cloſed 
with Fieretina's Suſpicions, and 
dreading Aazul, not ſo much for 
herſelf, as for a Prince who was 
much dearer to her than Life, con- 
ſented to every thing. Fierotina 
gaye her a Ring, which, when — 
| | c 
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the little Finger of her left Hand, 
rendered her inviſible; whereas on 
the little Finger of the right Hand, 
was no more than a meer Orna- 
ment, Whata Pity it is, that theſe 
Rings are only in Fairies Hands! 
How pretty it would be to ſee 
them always ſparkling on our right 
little Finger, except ſome times for 
ſhort Intervals, when the left might 
be more convenient ! 


At the very Inſtant that the Prin- 
ceſs diſappeared, the Fairy reſum- 
ed her Shape, ſo that the Ex- 
change was not diſcoverable by any 
one. Under this Diſguiſe, which 
had already proved ſo ſucceſsful, 
Fierotina walked out of the Crowd 
towards the Place where Prince 
Aazul was, who affected not to 
ſhew himſelf, and looking fondly 
upon him, with a mixture of ſome 
Surprize, which was what he little 
expected, ſhe went out of the Hall 

into 
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into the Garden. Aazul, animated 
by the Princeſs's pleaſant Looks, 
thought this the happy Moment 
to get her into his Power. He 
followed her with his Attendants. 
Fierotina ſeeming to have perceiv- 
ed him, and, as if ſhe intended to 
avoid him, ran towards a Door, 
where the reſt of Aazul's People 
were waiting with his Horſes. So 
that he was overjoyed to ſee her 
run that way. Never was a Ra- 
viſher better duped by his own 
Craft; for it was he himſelf who 
was to be now carried off. When 
the Fairy had reached the Door 
where ſhe was expected, upon ſee- 
ing the Ambuſcade, and the Prince's 
Horſes, ſhe gave ſeveral Shrieks, 
well knowing they would not be 
heard, and omitted none of thoſe 
Struggles and violent Diſtortions, 
which might confirm Aazul in his 


miſtake, 
Tran- 
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Tranſported at the Succeſs of 
his Enterprize, they rode full ſpeed 
towards the Sea, where a Bark 


waited to carry him into a remote 


Country, with a View of living the 
moſt delightful Life with the Prin- 
ceſs, whom he preſumed could not 
fail of loving him. But whilſt he 
was imagining himſelf in this Road, 
he was really in a very different 
one. He aimed at one thing, and 
the Fairy at another, and ſhe had 
the Command both of the Horſes 
and Country. 


She had removed all the Prince*s 
Retinue, though to his Appearance 
they were ſtill about him, miſtak- 


ing Sprights in their Shape and 


Saſhes for his real Companions. 
A Fairy by means of a Plate of 


Fog about an Inch thick, placed 


betwixt her and thoſe who follow 
her, bewilders them as long as ſhe 
pleaſes. 
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pleaſes. Thus Aazul very chear- 
fully proſecuted his Journey all 
Night, not doubting but he was 
in the direct Road to his Veſſel. 
But when at Day-light, inſtead of 
the Sea, he ſaw a vaſt Foreſt before 
him, he began to apprehend ſome 
Miſchief, and his Fears were con- 
firmed by a Palace, into which, not- 
withſtanding his Reluctancy, he 
found himſelf under an irreſiſtable 


Conſtraint to eater, 


Now the Fairy threw aſide Ba- 
billon's Appearance, and re- aſſum- 
ed her genuine Form, which was as 
forbidding, as the other was allur- 
ing. However, ſhe flatly told the 
Prince, that as ſhe was in love with 
him, ſhe was determined to be be- 
loved by him. She made a Merit 
of her having the firſt time deceiv- 
ed him, under a fictitious Figure 
of Babillon in that very Palace, 


and that her having again carried 
him 
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him off was another Inſtance of 
her Paſſion. But what ſignifies 
bringing Proof upon Proof of the 
Sincerity of one's Love, without 
inſpiring it? As the Prince did not 
think himſelf the leaſt obliged to 
her for her Inclinations, ſo neither 
did he feel the leaſt Motions to- 
wards a Return. She diſplayed be- 
fore him all the Treaſures of her 
Palace; but he ſeemed as little af- 
fected, as a Stoic in a Toy - Shop. 
Now we will leave him to grapple 
with the Importunities of the Fai- 
ry, to act the diſdainful Lover, and 
give him time by his Obſtinacy to 
incur her revengeful Diſpleaſure, 


whilſt we return to the Palace of 
Alzopha. 


The whole Palace was filled with 
Contuſion and Fear, when they be- 
gan to miſs Babillon. Some little 
Alzophagians, who were airing 
themſelves under Dwarf- Trees, had

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ſeen Fierotina ſcouring along wer 
the Princeſs's Appearance, and Aa- 
zul and his Followers in Purſuit of 
her. However ſtout their Hearts 
were, they did not offer to inter- 
poſe. They ran and alarmed the 
Palace, which immediately ecchoed 
with Lamentations and Tumult. 
Every one ran to Arms. Prince 
Kanor was for immediately killing 
himſelf, but was happily prevent- 

ed; though afterwards, in the Fury 
of his Deſtraction, knowing no 
Body, he was for killing every 
Body. 


Babillon was not ſorry at this 
Diſorder, as it fſhewed how much 
ſhe was beloved, and indulged this 
flattering Pleaſure by continuing 
Incognito a few Minutes longer; 
till fearing the Conſequence of ſuch 
an enraged Multitude, ſhe ſhifted 
her Ring from her Left Hand to 
her Right, which ſhewed her a- 
gain 
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gun more beautiful than ever, But 
their Senſes were ſo perplexed, that 
few immediately knew her again, 
and thoſe who viewed her attentive- 
ly could not forbear doubting, Prince 
Kanor immediately ſeized her, as 
if he ſeemed determined to hold 
her for ever, carrying her off in 
his Arms to their Apartment. Thus 
ended the Alarms and Rejoicings 
of this motley Day. 


Babillon imparted to her Spouſe 


all Fierotina's Secrets, ſhewed him 
the Ring, informed him of Aazul's 


Deſign to carry her off; that her 
Preſervation was owing to Ffero- 
tina, who had a ſecond time de- 
ceived him under a borrowed Fi- 
gure ; that he was in her Power, 
and very probably would not ſoon 
be delivered from the Paſſion whieh 
that Fairy had for him, 


H 2 Hiſtory 


Hiſtory is ſilent whether Prince 
Kanor ſometimes wanted the Ring, 
whether he borrowed it, or whether 
his Spouſe was willing to truſt him 
with it, or whether ſhe herſelf af- 
ter made uſe of it. Aazul's Adven- 
ture was the Reporc of the next 
Day, he was looked upon as loſt, 
and not much lamented, Some 
time after this, his Retinue return- 
ed, though aſhamed to ſhew their 
Faces. At laſt, certain Intelligence 
of him was brought by. two Kane» 
rian Lords, whom the Fairy had 
ſeparated from the reſt of the Com- 
pany, and who had entered the ma- 
gic Palace along with him. She 
transformed them both before him 


into little miſhapen, - hideous 


Dwarfs, threatening him with the 
ſame Puniſhment if he perſiſted in 
his Indifference, and that at laſt, 


incenſed at his repeated Denials, 
ſhe nad inflicted the ſame Metamor- 


phoſis 
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phoſis on him, detaining him as a 
Waiter in her Palace. This was 
her Method of dealing with ex- 
hauſted Lovers, ſuch as we now- 
a-days call caſhiered Gallants, alſo 
with thoſe who could not be per- 
ſuaded to like her, and in this Form 
they remained a Century or two. 
She had ſent back the two Kano- 
rian Lords, with an Account of 
what the Prince's Haughtineſs had 
brought upon hum. 


Now Aaꝛzul was looked upon 
as a Prince irrecoverably loſt, and 
the Affections of all the People 
centered in his Brother. The ge- 
neral Attention in both Kingdoms 
was to procure themſelves the Fate 
of Babillon and Prince Kanor, by 
ſome means, whoſe wonderful Suc- 
ceſs was conſpicuous in them, that 
is, a ſincere and mutual Love. This 
brought Tenderneſs, Conftaiicy, 
and all the fine Paſſions into vogue. 

The 
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The Benefit of them was ſoon vi- 
ſible; the A!zophagians gradually 
increaſed, and one might ſee the 


Kanorians decreaſe. Some time 
after, it became a Scandal among 
them to be either very large or very 
ſmall, being looked upon as a cer- 
tain Indication of the Perſons not 
being ſuſceptible of a true Love, 
or deſtitute of every thing that can 
inſpire ſuch a Paſſion, which en- 
tirely cleared the Country of Cox - 


combs and Coquets. When any 


diminutive Lord took too much 
upon him, the uſual Check was, 
vou are to be ſure a very pretty 
Fellow, but you do not grow, you 
are but ſo many Inches. There 
was no replying to this, it put an 
End at once to all Petulancy. 


AMzopba died of old Age, and 
Kanor with Grief, for his Son's En- 
chantment. Prince Zaaf, under 


the Name of Kanor, united the two 
King- 
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Kingdoms into one Nation, mak ing 
it his conſtant Study, like all other 
good Kings, to promote the Hap- 
pineſs of his Subjects. He and his 
dear Babillon lived many Years in 
all the Felicity of a mutual Love. 
The Princes their Children were 
as comely as their Father, and no 
more need be ſaid of the Princeſſes, 
than that they were like their Mo- 
ther. The Alzophagians were ſo 
aſliduous in the uſe of the means, 
that a few Days gave him the Satis- 
faction of ſeeing them all grown up, 
and as fortunate in Love as he him- 
ſelf had been; ſo the Motto of 
Prince and People was, TRut Love 
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
